IHI TOBACCO OUTLOOK. 


Eepcrtd in the New England Home- 


stead from the principal tobacco growing 
sections of New England, New York, 
Pennsylvania and Wisconsin give an 
interesting resume of tho present out- 
look for the tobacco crop. 
In the Con 


neoticut valley, especially in Massachu- 
setts, growers went into Havana seed 
leaf heavily last year. Tho crop in this 
aeotion has not sold well, although fair 
prices have been obtained in some in- 
stances. Tn most of thp Massachusetts 
towns where tobacco has been grown 
there will be a considerable falling off 
from last year's average. 
Not half as 


much Havana will bo grown as was last 
year.Jbut there will oe a considerable in- 
creuse in soedlcaf. The tobacco acreage 
will be from fifteen to twenty per cent 
below that of last year. 


In Connecticut about tha usual acreage 


will be set) with laes Havana. Across 
tho border, in New York, however, the 
tobacco crop is gradually growing in im- 
portance, 


The groat Havana tobacco section of 


Onondaga county shows a slight de- 
crease in acreage, owing to low prices 
and mucli unsold leaf, but the growers 
will cling to Havana, 
Pennsylvania 


growers feel blue, but will probably set 
nearly as much as last year, notwith- 
standing mostly seed leaf. Wisconsin 
is becoming the great competitor of 
eastern tobacco growers. Growers there 
have realized higher average prices dur- 
iug the past wintsr than have been 
paid for the Havana of tbe Eastern 
states. This has given the business o 
great impetus, and the acreage will be 
one-fourth larger than last year.
